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lorida  Memorial  University,  one  of  the  oldest  academic  centers  in  Florida,  was 
founded  in  1879  as  the  Florida  Baptist  Institute  in  Live  Oak,  Florida.  Soon  after  the 
American  Baptist  Home  Mission  gave  its  full  support  and  the  first  regular  school  year 
began  in  1880. 

In  1882  the  Florida  Baptist  Academy  was  established  in  Jacksonville,  Florida.  The  name  was 
later  changed  to  Florida  Normal  and  Industrial  Institute.  It  was  there  that  two  brothers, 
James  Weldon  Johnson  and  J.  Rosamond  Johnson  (faculty  member),  wrote  the  words  and 
music  to  what  has  become  known  as  the  Negro  National  Anthem,  "Lift  Fv'ry  Voice  and  Sing", 
in  1990. 

In  1918  the  school  moved  to  St.  Augustine  on  part  of  110-acre  tract  of  land  known  as  "Old 
Homes  Plantation",  formerly  one  of  the  largest  slave  plantations  in  Florida.  University 
historians  state  that  this  is  where  the  famous  bell  which  now  sits  above  the  Susie  C.  Holley 
Chapel  was  purchased.  The  bell  was  originally  used  to  gather  slaves  to  issue  daily  orders.  It 
was  also  stated  that  this  bell  was  cast  at  the  same  foundry  as  the  Liberty  Bell  which  is 
enshrined  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania. 


In  1941  the  school  in  Live  Oak  and  the  school  in  St.  Augustine  merged,  changing  its  limited 
offerings  from  a  junior  college  classification  to  a  four-year  liberal  arts  institution  which 
graduated  its  first  four-year  class  in  1945.  The  College's  name  was  changed  in  1950  to  Florida 
Normal  and  Industrial  Memorial  College.  In  1963  the  charter  was  again  amended  to  change 
the  name  to  Florida  Memorial  College.  In  1968  the  College  relocated  to  its  present  site  in 
Northwest  Miami  and  by  1972  graduated  its  first  class  at  the  Miami  site.  Florida  Memorial 
College  celebrated  its  100,h  anniversary  in  1979  and  began  a  series  of  expansion  projects  on 
the  44-acre  site. 

In  1993  Dr.  Albert  F.  Smith  was  appointed  as  the  College's  tenth  president,  heralding  another 
period  of  growth  in  the  institution's  rich  history.  In  December  2004,  the  institution's  name 
was  changed  to  Florida  Memorial  University  with  the  announcement  being  made  at  the 
Founders'  Convocation  in  March  2005.  On  July  3,  2006,  Dr.  Karl  S.  Wright  became  the 
eleventh  President  of  Florida  Memorial  University. 
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We  have  all  had  the  immense  privilege  of  receiving  an  education  from  a  well-respected 
institution,  South  Florida's  only  historically  Black  University,  which  is  also  the  birth  place  of  "Lift 
Every  Voice  and  Sing"  the  Negro  National  Anthem.  Florida  Memorial  University  has  instilled  in 
us  "Leadership,  Character  and  Service"  in  the  true  essence  of  these  words.  When  placed  together, 
these  three  words  create  the  University's  motto.  It  is  an  institution  where  we  have  spent  lengthy 
days  and  endless  nights  in  the  comfort  of  the  friendships  we  have  created.  It  is  "our  home",  and 
has  been  for  the  past  four  years. 

Florida  Memorial  University  has  provided  us  with  a  vast  amount  of  knowledge  and  experiences 
that  allowed  us  to  be  a  part  of  a  team;  but  yet  grow  independently.  This  institution  has  shaped 
our  minds  and  expanded  our  perceptions  of  the  ever-changing  world  in  which  we  live;  whereby, 
allowing  us  to  form  our  own  intelligent  opinions.  We  will  continue  to  "ROAR!"  We  are  lions  and 
Lioness'  in  every  right. 

As  we  anticipate  graduation  day  in  2008,  we  are  filled  with  a  wide  range  of  emotions; 
Happiness,  joy,  sadness,  and  fear.  We  need  to  take  some  time  to  evaluate  our  decisions  or 
habits,  which  would  ultimately  determine  out  future.  The  things  that  we  contribute  most  of  our 
time  to  may  be  that  one  thing  that  is  causing  us  to  minimize  out  potential  on  our  journey  to 
excellence.  We  must  properly  evaluate  our  actions,  as  in  these  times  every  little  decision  we 
make  will  in  some  way  impact  the  success  we  achieve.  We  must  be  able  to  limit,  if  not  totally 
eradicate,  any  activities  that  negatively  affect  our  valuable  time  as  students  on  a  journey  to  success.

As  we  venture  on  our  journeys  to  excellence,  let  us  turn 
our  fears  into  strengths  to  overcome  the  obstacles  that  will  be  bestowed  upon  us.  Remember 
that  through  Christ  all  things  are  possible.  Dare  to  dream  and  let  us  continue  to  work  sharply 
towards  our  goals.  Let  us  take  the  challenge  to  walk  only  in  the  way  of  success.  Bear  in  mind 
everything  we  will  go  through  and  decisions  we  make  will  strengthen  our  character  of  who  we 
are  to  become.  We  will  remember  where  we  came  from  and  will  help  pave  the  road  of  Lions 
and  Lioness  of  the  future  as  we  become  proud  Alumni  of  Florida  Memorial  University.  Let  us 
hold  our  breaths  and  savor  these  moments,  for  they  ate  the  times  will  remember  forever. 

We  should  also  own  the  challenges  that  we  have  traverse  thus  far.  Remember  we  carry  with  us 
all  the  experiences  we  encountered  in  Lion  Country  over  the  years.  For  they  feed  our  hearts 
with  unique  wisdom,  that  is  irreplaceable.

Since  its  founding  in  1937  at  Tennessee  A  &  I  College  (now  known  as  Tennessee  State 
University)  in  Nashville,  Tennessee  on  November  26,  1937  by  Dr.  George  W.  Gore,  Jr.,  the 
Dean  of  Tennessee  A  &  I  State  College,  Alpha  Kappa  Mu  has  become  the  largest  and  best  rec- 
ognized of  the  national  honor  societies  for  Historical  Black  Colleges  and  Universities,  although 
today  it  is  interracial.    Representatives  from  five  Colleges  which  already  had  local  scholastic 
honor  societies  on  their  campuses  met  in  November  1 937,  to  study  Honorary  Scholastic 
Societies  at  the  invitation  of  Dr.  Gore.  The  formation  of  "The  Federation  of  Honor  Societies" 
was  the  outgrowth  of  this  meeting. 

At  the  historic  Third  Annual  Convention  held  at  Arkansas  A.  M.  &  N  State  College,  Pine  Bluff, 
in  December  1939,  with  several  additional  colleges  represented,  the  principles  around  which 
the  Constitution  would  be  built  were  laid  down;  the  name  of  the  "Federation"  was  changed  to 
Alpha  Kappa  Mu  Honor  Society  and  a  feeling  of  esprit  de  corps  and  solidarity  crystallized  that 
was  to  assure  its  continued  existence  as  a  national  organization. 

Alpha  Phi  Chapter  was  founded  May  1  8,  1954  by  Dr.  B.H.  Puryear.  The  chapter  has  helped 
foster  the  concepts  of  the  society  through  its  Tutorial  Program  and  Honors  Day  Program. 
Furthermore,  it  is  proud  of  its  achievements  on  the  national  level;  Dr.  Puryear  served  for  many 
as  the  Secretary  to  the  Advisor's  Council  and  she  also  served  the  Council's  President.  The  chap- 
ter's current  advisor  as  a  student  served  as  the  National  Vice  President. 
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ATP  (Any  Things  Possible)  is  an  organization  comprised  of  young  men  and  women  with  goals  in 
life,  who  strive  to  become  better  people,  promote  service,  high  morals,  and  virtue  throughout  their 
matriculation  in  Florida  Memorial  University  and  their  everyday  life.

Students  Helping  Students  Peer  Mentoring  Program  is  a  federally 
funded  program  designed  to  assist  freshmen  students  adjust 
to  college  life  by  providing  guidance  and  enrichment  activities 
with  a  peer  mentor.  Mentors  and  proteges  are  required  to 
spend  two  hours  a  week  interacting.  Also,  they  are  expected 
to  participate  in  scheduled  team  building  activities  and  workshops 
designed  to  enhance  their  relationship. 

To  become  a  peer  mentor  applicants  must  have  a  minimum 
B-  cumulative  grade  point  average,  be  a  sophomore  (45  credit 
minimum),  junior  or  senior.  They  must  exemplify  outstanding 
moral  and  leadership  character,  exhibit  knowledge  of  campus 
and  community  resources,  excellent  oral  and  written  commu- 
nication skills,  and  provide  two  recommendations  from  faculty, 
staff,  or  a  community  leader  for  interview  consideration.

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The  National  Pan-Hellenic  Council,  Incorporated  (NPHC)  is  currently  composed  of  nine 
International  Greek  Letter  Fraternities  and  Sororities:  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  Sorority,  Inc.,  Alpha 
Phi  Alpha  Fraternity,  Inc.,  Kappa  Alpha  Psi  Fraternity,  Inc.,  Omega  Psi  Phi  Fraternity,  Inc.,  Delta 
Sigma  Theta  Sorority,  Inc.,  Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  Inc.,  Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority,  Inc.,  Sigma 
Gamma  Rho  Sorority,  Inc.,  and  lota  Phi  Theta  Fraternity,  Inc.  NPHC  promotes  programming  and 
initiatives  through  various  activities  and  functions. 

On  May  10,  1930,  on  the  campus  of  Howard  University,  in  Washington  D.C.,  The  National 
Pan-Hellenic  Council  was  formed  as  a  permanent  organization  with  the  following  charter  members: 
Omega  Psi  Phi  and  Kappa  Alpha  Psi  Fraternities,  and  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha,  Delta  Sigma  Theta 
and  Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sororities.  In  1931,  Alpha  Phi  Alpha  and  Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternities  joined 
the  council.  Sigma  Gamma  Rho  Sorority  joined  in  1937  and  lota  Phi  Theta  Fraternity  completed 
the  list  of  member  organizations  in  1 997. 

The  stated  purpose  and  mission  of  the  organization  in  1 930  was  "Unanimity  of  thought  and 
action  as  far  as  possible  in  the  conduct  of  Greek  letter  collegiate  fraternities  and  sororities, 
and  to  consider  problems  of  mutual  interest  to  its  members  organizations."  Early  in  1937,  the 
organization  was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  become  known  as 
"The  National  Pan-Hellenic  Council,  Incorporated." 
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Delta  Eta  Chapter  of  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  Sorority,  Incorporated,  was  chartered  February  6, 
1954  by  ten  phenomenal  ladies.  The  purpose  of  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  is  to  cultivate  and  encour- 
age high  scholastic  and  ethical  standards,  to  promote  unity  and  friendship  among  college 
women,  to  study  and  help  alleviate  problems  concerning  girls  and  women  in  order  to  prove 
their  social  stature,  to  maintain  progressive  interest  in  college  life  and  to  be  of  service  to  all 
mankind.

Twenty-two  undergraduate  women  found- 
ed Delta  Sigma  Theta  Sorority,  Inc.  on 
January  13,  1913  at  Howard  University. 
These  young  women  wanted  to  use  their 
collective  strength  to  promote  academic 
excellence  and  to  provide  assistance  to 
persons  in  need.  On  March  19,  1969, 
1 1  Angelic  Deltas  descended  from  heaven 
to  charter  the  Zeta  Tau  chapter  on  the 
campus  of  Florida  Memorial  College, 
now  Florida  Memorial  University. 
Currently  the  Zeta  Tau  chapter  has 
embarked  on  a  whirlwind  of  activities 
used  to  empower  the  community  both 
on  and  off  campus.  One  of  those  activities 
is  the  Relay  for  Life,  which  coincides  with 
Delta  Sigma  Theta 's  partnership  with  the 
American  Cancer  Society.  Deltas  across 
campus  are  actively  involved  in  various 
activities  to  encourage  participation  for 
this  event  and  events  based  around  our 
5  point  thrust  program  which  consists  of 
Economic  Development,  Educational 
Development,  International  Awareness 
and  Involvement,  Physical  and  Mental 
Health,  and  Political  Awareness  and 
Involvement.  Deltas  have  made  an  impact 
on  the  campus  and  the  world.  Some 
Delta  Women  of  note  include  Keshia 
Knight  Pulliam,  Natalie  Cole,  Dr.  Dorothy 
Height,  Roberta  Flack,  Barbara  Jordan, 
and  Ericka  Dunlap.

On  September  19,  1963,  at  Morgan  State  College  (now  Morgan  State  University),  12  under- 
graduate men,  Charles  Brown,  Frank  Coakley,  Elias  Dorsey  Jr.;  Charles  Gregory,  Albert  Hicks, 
Louis  Hudnell,  Webster  Lewis,  John  Slade,  Lonnie  Spruill,  Michael  Williams,  and  Baron  Willis 
formed  what  is  now  fifth  largest  predominately  African  American  Fraternity  in  the  United 
States:  lota  Phi  Theta  Fraternity,  Inc.  Our  founders  were  unique  because  they  were  non-tradi- 
tional students  and  3-5  years  older  the  average  college  student.  Some  were  married,  some 
were  veterans,  and  some  even  held  full-time  jobs  while  attending  college  to  earn  a  degree. 
This  led  to  the  concept  of  a  "fraternity"  that  was  vision... a  vision  of  lota  Phi  Theta.  The  motto  of 
the  fraternity  is  "Building  on  a  Tradition,  Not  Resting  on  One." 
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Kappa  Alpha  Psi  Fraternity,  Inc.  was  founded  on  the  campus  of  Indiana  University  on  January 
5,  191  1.  Originally  charted  and  incorporated  Kappa  Alpha  Nu  on  April  15,  191  1,  the  name 
was  officially  changed  to  Kappa  Alpha  Psi  on  April  15,  1915. 

The  Fraternity  is  predominantly  African  American  whose  fundamental  is  achievement.  Kappa 
Alpha  Psi  seeks  to  train  its  membership,  particularly  undergraduates  for  leadership  roles  in  their 
respective  communities  and  the  attainment  of  high  degree  of  excellent  in  their  academic  pursuits. 
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On  November  17,  191 1,  three  Howard  University  undergraduate  students,  with  the  assistance 
of  their  adviser,  gave  birth  to  the  Omega  Psi  Phi  Fraternity.  This  event  occurred  in  the  office  of 
Biology  Professor  Ernest  E.  Just,  the  faculty  adviser,  in  the  Science  Hall  (now  known  as  Thirkield 
Hall).  The  three  liberal  arts  students  were  Edgar  A.  Love,  Oscar  J.  Cooper  and  Frank  Coleman. 

From  the  initials  of  the  Greek  phrase  meaning  "friendship  is  essential  to  the  soul,"  the  name 
Omega  Psi  Phi  was  derived.  The  Phrase  was  selected  as  the  motto.  Manhood,  scholarship,  per- 
severance and  uplift  were  adopted  as  cardinal  principles. 
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Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  Inc.  was  founded  at  Howard  University  in  Washington  D.C.  on 
January  9,  1914  by  three  young  Black  male  students.  The  founders  Honorable  A.  Langston 
Taylor,  Honorable  Leonard  F.  Morse,  and  Honorable  Charles  I.  Brown  wanted  to  organize  a 
Greek-Letter  fraternity  that  would  truly  exemplify  the  high  ideals  of  brotherhood,  scholarship  and 
service.  The  founders  deeply  wished  to  create  an  organization  that  viewed  itself  as  "a  part  of" 
the  general  community.  They  believed  that  each  potential  member  should  be  judge  on  his  own 
merits  rather  than  his  family  background  of  affluence,  without  regard  of  race,  nationally,  color, 
skin  tone,  or  texture  of  hair.  They  wanted  their  fraternity  to  exist  as  part  of  an  even  greater 
brotherhood-sisterhood  which  would  be  devoted  to  the  "inclusive  we"  rather  then  the  "exclusive  we".

Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority,  Inc.  was  founded  on  the  simple  belief  that  sorority  elitism  and  socializing 
should  not  overshadow  the  real  mission  for  progressive  organization  to  address  societal  mores, 
ills,  prejudices,  poverty,  and  health  concerns  of  the  day.  Zeta  began  as  an  idea  conceived  by 
five  coeds  at  Howard  University  in  Washington  D.C.  the  most  Honorable  Arizona  Cleaver, 
Myrtle  Tyler,  Viola  Tyler,  Fannie  Pettie,  and  Pearl  Neal,  also  known  as  our  five  pearls,  dared  to 
depart  from  the  traditional  coalitions  for  Black  women  and  sought  to  establish  a  new  organiza- 
tion. Since  its  inception,  the  sorority  has  chronicled  a  number  of  Firsts.  Zeta  Phi  Beta  was  the 
first  Greek-letter  organization  to  charter  a  chapter  in  Africa  (1948);  to  form  adult  and  youth 
auxiliary  groups;  to  centralize  its  operations  in  a  national  headquarters;  and  to  be  constitution- 
ally bound  sorority  and  fraternity,  Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  Inc.  Over  the  years  since  the  soror- 
ity's inception,  Zeta  Phi  Beta  has  chartered  hundreds  of  chapters  and  initiated  thousands  of 
women  around  the  world.  On  April  2,  1944,  lota  Alpha,  the  Florida  Memorial  chapter,  was 
one  of  the  hundreds.  The  members  of  lota  Alpha  strive  to  continue  the  path  lay  before  us  by 
upholding  our  principles  and  shining  a  torch  for  elite  few  of  the  future. 
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Gamma  Beta  Chi  National  Service  Fraternity,  Inc.  is  a  non-profit,  African  American  founded, 
male  organization  whose  history  dates  back  to  1959  on  the  campus  of  Indiana  University  in 
Bloomington,  Indiana.  Our  fraternity's  lineage  began  from  an  idea,  which  was  initiated  by  five 
distinguished  Gentlemen  of  Quality.  These  young  visionaries  had  a  desire  to  strive  and  instill 
not  only  service  in  the  hearts  of  all  collegiate  young  men,  but  new  collegiate  standards,  in 
accordance  with  our  fraternity's  purpose:  "To  promote  academic  awareness,  ethical  standards, 
unity  and  fellowship  among  college  men  therefore  creating  and  effective  and  intelligent  leadership 
in  helping  to  alleviate  social  and  economic  problems  through  service  projects  within  the  community."
